late last night, after firing one shot at 
Burns’ companivn, Tom Prendergast. 
Hie then fled to a farm a mile west of 
town, and walked thence to the, county 
seat, Gr-enville, 10 miles away, while 
Sheriff. binson and a posse were hunt- 
ing him with bloodhounds. 

A message received here by the Sher- 
today from his deputy 
at Greenville, stated that Williamson 
bad surrendered, and was in jail. 

Williamson, who was 40 years old, was 
until lately on the best of terms with 
Burns, who was 24, and Prendergast, 
who was about the same age. The two 
frequently visited him at his home. Last 
week Williamsan gquarreled with his 
wife, and left her, and his friendsh.p | 
with the young men ceased at the same 
time.

Calls Men Out of Saloon. 

Williamson and his wife have five 
children, the olaest 14 years of age. 

Last night Williamson inquired. at 
several places teround town for Burns, 
and learned that he was in Polli & 
Biggins’ saloon. He went to the sa- 
loon at ll o'clock; and after waiting 
outside for a time, asked a man who 
was going tn to call Burns out. 

Burns and Prendergast Stepped out 
together a moment later, and William- 
son drew his revolver and fired at Preén- 
dergast. 

The .shot niissed, and Prendergast 
turned and ran down the street. An 
instant later, as a half dozen men 
rushed’ out of the saloon, two more 
shots were heard, and Burns fell with 
two bullets in his abdomen. 

The men gathered about Burns, and 
when they looked about, Williamson 
had escaped. Burts died five minutes 
after being wounde .

A telephone message Wag sent to Sher-

der to the Sheriff. The Sheriff arrived 
before daybreak and the farmhouse was 
called up, when it Was learned that 
Williamson had left. 

The Sheriff, on first hearing of the 
killing, had sent a message to St. Elmo, 
an adjoining town, for bloodhounds, and 
the dogs, with their owner, arrived on 
an early train. They were at once 
placed on the trail, but were called off 
when the news of Williamson's surren- 


‘der at Greenville was received. 


Feared to Face Crowd. * 

It is believed that Williamson was 
nervous about facing the crowd which 
had gathered here. There was excite- 
ment in the town during the night, but 
no talk of vio’ence was heard. A num- 
ber of @oal miners, friends of Burns 
ond Prendergast, were in town, but their 
(xpressions went no farther than the 
hope. that Williamson would be caught 
and legally punished. 

Springer, when Williamson called him 
up, asked him why he shot Burns, but 
‘he former Marshal only replied, “You'll 
ind that out at my trial.” He is said

‘Yreenville that he blamed Burns for his 
wmestic difficulties.

PROFIT FOR SUGAR 
TRUST IN 60 DAYS 


Advance of $1.70 Nets $1,828,- 
514 More Than the $3,993,486 
in U. S. Penalties. 


The price of sugar advanced 10 cents 
a hundred pounds Friday. This follows 
closely on the heels of two other ad- 
vances in the last two days aggregating 
35 cents a hundred for three days. The 
price quoted to jobbers Friday by the 
Sugar Trust ie $6.88%. The price to re- 
tailers is $6.95. 

The American Sugar Refining. Co., 
known as the Sugar Trust, has made 
added profits of approximately $5,822,000 
since July 6 when its 11 directors begun 
to steadily increase the price of sugar. 
Since that time 18 advances have been 
made, aggregating $1.70 a hundred 
pounds over the price of $5.18% a hun- 
dred on July 6. 

Profits More Than Pay Fine. 

It is a coincidence that the Sugar 
Trust has recently completed payments 
to the United States Government of ap- 
proximately $3,993,486 in fines and resti- 
tution for the ‘‘drawback’’ frauds, and 
for acknowledged cheating of the Gov- 
ernment by means of crooked scales on 
snipping docks. The trust also was put 
to considerable expense in defending 
criminal actions filed by the Govern- 
ment against its officials on fraud 
charges. The added profits received 
from the consumers of sugar in the last 
tWo months will more than make up 
these it>ms., 


The increased profits of the trust do}. 


not include the profits of the various 
independent refiners whose price has 
kept pace with trust prices. When the 
trust made an increase in price the in- 
dependents invariably followed the lead 
and quoted the same advanced prices to 
jobbers. : 
The reason made public by the trust 
from its Wall street. offices for the ar- 
bitrary advance in the selling price of 
sugar is that there is a shortage of 
1,500,000 tons in the beet crop in Ger- 
many, and that the prospect of the Cu- 
ban beet crop is below the average. 
The sugar now being sold by the trust 
is cane sugar manufactured from cane 
bought by the trust several months ago 
at low prices. The beet sugar will not 


} reach the market until the middle of 


October, according to James Hutchin- 
3on, broker for the trust in St. Louis. 
Hutchinson receives the Sugar quota- 
tions daily from the director’ 
ence room at 117 Wall street, New York, 
and prepares a daily bulletin of trust 
prices for jobbers. 
All From Same Cane Crop. 

Sugar sold prior to July 6, when the 

price was $.18% a hundred, was mage 
from this year’s cane crop. The sugar 
now being sold by the trust is being 
made from the same crop at no addi- 
tional expense. according to Hutchin- 
son. 
“But the American Sugar Refining 
Co. must figure ahead on the price it 
expects to have to pay for beets to 
supply the demand for sugar in October 
after the cane supply is gone,’’ Hutchin- 
son explained to a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter Friday.. “A large part of the beets 
necessary tO supply the demand must 
come from Germany. The crop there is 
short, and the prices have advanced 
on thée\Yaw material 59 cents since Aug. 
19. Sugar could now be_ sold for a 
much lower price if it was assured that 
the coming beet crop would be as large 
as uésual.”’ 

This apparently shows that the Sugar 
Trust ts making immense profits on the 
present supply of sugar on the theory 
that it ma: have to pay a higher price 
for the beet crop to supply the demand 
in October. The advanced price, there- 
fore, is all extra profit to the trust, as 
long as the present cane — supply 
lasts. 

At the time the trust bacon to ad- 
vance prices July 6, it had 300,000 bar- 
rels of sugar if, its warehouses, accord- 
ing to Hutchinson. The output of the 
trust is #,000 barrels of sugar daily.

AD 10 HOSPITAL 
AFTER COLLOQUY 


Says He Will Investigate and 
Recommend More Money if 
It Is Required. 





SHARP CLASH WITH HALE 


Kreismann Insists Conditions Are 
for Executive and Not Legis- 
lative Action. 





At the end of his testimony, Mayor 
Kreismann agreed to meet the Hos- 
pital Board and the House special 
committee next Tuesday or Wednes- 
day, to consider the needs of the in- 
stitutions. “I pledge myself,” he 
said, “to recommend any expenditure 
required to better conditions, if the 
money is available.’ This state- 
ment pleased Delegates Hale and Itt- 
ner, who said the morey would be 
found available. 


Mayor Kreismann, replying Friday to 
questions asked by Delegate Eugene 
Hale, chairman of the House speciat 


committee in the investigation of city 
institutions, declared that the hospital 
reorganization bill was passed by the 
Council without due consideration, and 
that it did not touch the great need for 
better food at the institution. 

He said the present conditions at the 
institutions could be remedied by ex- 
ecutive measures, and did not require 
legislative action. He said the esti- 
mates furnished of the added fiscal 
requirements of the new measure had 
been unreliable, varying from $140,000 
to $220,000. 

Resents Questioner's Tone. 

When asked by Hale whether the 
Hospital Boarq was responsible for 
the conditions disclosed by the late 
investigation, the Mayor showed re- 
sentment .of his questioner’s tone, 
When asked how often he, as chair- 
man ex-officio of the board, had at- 
tended its meetings he _ retorted: 
“I’m not here to apologize to you, 
sir.”’ 

The Mayor’s appearance before the 
committee was at the committee's 
request, and the Mayor said when he 
accepted the invitation that he would 
probably téll the delegates, some 
things they would not like to hear. 
The House of Delegates is organized 
in the interest of Henry W. Kiel, the 
Mayor’s political foe, and the hospital 
bill prepared by Hospital Commts- 
sioner Morfit has been regarded as a 
Kiel measure. 

Mayor Kreismann appeared at 10:40 @. 
m. and started, without questioning, on 
a statement of his views regarding the 
bill. 

“The faults of which everybody is 
complaining,’ he said, ‘“‘lie with the in- 
ternal management of the institutions. 
They are mot subjects for legislative 
action. When I think such action 
needed, I will inform the Assembly. 

Promises a Remedy. 
“Until a few days ago the Hospital 
Board had no information to enable 
it to judge of conditions in reference 
to quantity and quality of food. If 
the board shall find, after due inves- 
tigation, that the present ‘supplies, 
when properly apportioned, are in- 
sufficient, more money will be ro- 
vided. 

“The hosital bill provides only for 
increasing salaries, and does not 
touch the need for better food. I am 
opposed to a horizontal increase of 
salaries. Before an increase of force 
and wages there should be a thorough 
understanding of requirements and 
conditions. 

‘‘Commissidner Morfit, at my request, 

figured out the financial requirements 
made by the Lill, and worked out the 
answer at $140,000. Other estimates have 
made it $80,000 more. All the estimates 
are unreliable. 
“Since then, the bill has fallen into 
other hands. It is just as well that it 
did, except for the sensations that have 
been written about it.’’ 

The Mayor did not explain this state- 
ment, but his meaning was thought to 
be that the Kiel men took hold of the 
bill. 

“Every time I went to the city hos- 
pital I found conditions bad,” he said. 
“Steward Thomas is a good man. A 
higher salary will get a better man. 
I foung rancid butter there every time 
I went.” 

The Mayor half rose from his seat and 
leaned over the table. He pointed his 
finger at Hale, and said: 

“Stop right there. Would paying $150 
a-month to a steward make the butter 
any better?’ 

Hale again interrupted, and said: 

“I have eaten unwholesome meals at 
the hospital when I was invited there 
by the Hospital Board.’’

The filing of Mrs. Whytock’s petition 
further involves the strange interdo- 
mestic tangle growing out of the suc- 
cessful divorce suit of Samuel P, Jenes 
of Bell Buckle, Tenn., iri which Whytock 
Was named. as corespondent and Mrs.

Jones Her Confidant. 

For nearly a week Jones, the injured 
husband, and Whytock, the corespon- 
dent, have been fraternizing, while at 
the. same time, as. appears from her 
statement. after ,filing her divorce pe- 
tition, Mrs. Whytock regarded Jones as 
a confidant; and reeeived Jones’ prom- 
ise that he: would® supply letters and 
other ‘evidence which would aid her in 
obtaining her divorce. 

Jones enlisted Whytock’s aid to re- 
gain custody of his boy and practically 
achieved that purpose through a con- 
promise effected with Mrs. Jones Thurs- 
day. His habeas corpus petition Was 
withdrawn Friday. 

Having aided Jones to regain. his 
child, Whytock now faces the prospect 
of losing his own little girl. To gain 
possession of the girl he must contest his 
wife’s divorce ‘sult. This, he says, he 
will not do; though he knows that un- 
less he resists the suit the child will be 
given into the custody of Mrs. Why- 
teck. His reason for Aetting the case 
go by default, he says, is that he will 
not oppose a good woman. 

In her petition Mrs. Whytock says 
her husband repeatedly beat her when 
she asked him why he stayed out late 
at night, that he made love to a model 
and wrote her endearing letters and 
that he maintained improper - relations 
with Mrs. Irma Jones and with other 
women whom she does not name.

Following the discovery of the letters 
in Miss Erwin's trunk by Miss Georgia 
Erwin, her sister, and the sending of a 
letter of warning to Johnson by Oscar 
Collison, assistant cashier of the Shel- 
by County State Bank, Miss Erwin’s 
cousin, Johnson wrote to H. J. Simmons, 
Chairman of the Board of Stewards of 
the church» “I regret very much to in- 
form you that I have been guilty of in- 
discreet and reprehensible correspond- 
ence, and feel that I can do ®nothing 
else than withdraw from the ministry. 
I am so sorry to have brought this trou- 
ble upon you all. I believe they charge 
me with immorality. This is absolutely 
untrue.” 

It was learned today that so intent 
was Johnson on pwtting distance be- 
tween himself and the consequences of 
his indiscreet and reprehensible corre- 
spondence that in his flight he did not 
stop until he reached California.

soaring, Hutchinson said: The trust is 
now three weéks behind in orders. 

A barrel of sugar averages 355 pounds. 
On this basis the output of the trust 
is 14,200,000 pounds daily, all of which 
has been sold at the increased prices 
quoted each day. Figuring the sale of 
the output at the cumulative increases 
each day since July 6, excluding n- 
days on which no sugards made or sold, 
it shows tHat the increased profits of 
the trust on its daily output over the 
normal price has been $4,970,000. 

Te this must be added the profits 
from the sale of the 300,000 barrels of 
sugar in storage. Figuring that this 
supply was sold at an average ad- 
vance of 80 cents a hundred, this profit 
has been $852,000. This brings the total 
added profits up to $5,822,000. 

Experts estimate that the per capita 
consumption of sugar in the United 
States is 31.6 pounds annually. On this 
basis the people of St. Louis consume 
155,000 pounds daily. This shows that 
the advance in price has cost residents 
of St. Louls $2480 every day in profits 
‘to the trust at ruling prices.

They blame him for the final fate of 
Quinn, whether he was murdered, as 
they believe, or ended his own life be- 
cause of the wrongs inflicted upon him. 

When Quinn died his relatives here 
investigate@ and became satisfied that 
he.did not kill himself. But they were 
unable to prove that he was murdered. 
They charged that Plotner at that time 
was a member of a strong political 
ring which left the official investigation 
of the death entirely in his hands; thar 
he was sheriff, coroner, jury, under- 
taker and everything else. 

‘“Buicide by carbolic poisoning’ was 
the verdict Sheriff Plotner gave. Quinn 
had been away from home, returned 
for a short stay, went away again at 
night and returned unexpectedly the 
next morning.

Bad‘ Milk and Needs Ten 
,  ° . Inspectors. — 





The plan to protect St. Louis from 
impure milk, proposed by Dr. Max. C. 
Starkloff, Health Commissioner, is an 
ordinance conferring upon the Board 
of Health the power to license @airy- 
men and milk dealers. 

The proposed ordinance, now in prep- 
aration for early introduction in the 


i Municipal Assembly, will give the Board 
of Health: 

Power to revoke the license of any 
dairyman or vendor caught selling 
or supplying impure milk, and to. 
prohibit him from ever selling milk, 
again within the city limits. 

Power to condemn and DESTROY 
all impure milk. Under the exist- 
ing ordinance the board can con- 
demn, but cannot destroy impure 
milk. 

Authority to increase the force of 
milk, inspectors from two to prob- 
ably ten to thoroughly cover all 
districts of the city. ’ 

Collaborating With Chemist. 

Dr. Starkloff is collaborating with City 
Chemist Bucxiand, the members of the 
Board of Health end the city law de- 
partment in the preparation of the ordi- 
nance. 

‘We propose to taxe the best features 
from the milk ordinances of the best- 
regulated cities in the country and com- 
bine them with our own ideas,” said 
Dr. Starkloff. ‘‘We think the Board of 
Health ought to have the power to li- 
cense dairymen and vendors. Before 
any dairyman or vendor would be al- 
lowed to sell milk in St. Louis he would 
have to submit proof that his dairy was 
sanitary, that his milk was. produced 
under clean conditions, and that he 
could get it into the market at a tem- 
perature not above 50 degrees. 

“This power would prevent any ,vendor 
or producer of impure milk from ob- 
taining a license. If a licénsed -dealer 
violated the law we could drive him out 
of business by -revoking, his license. 

A Radical Pian. 

“The plan proposed is radical, but 
in my judgment it would be effective. 
Vendors and producers knowing that 
the Board of Health could deprive 
them of their right to dispose of milk 
in this city would be careful to obey 
the law. 

“For the enforcement of the present 
ineffectual ordinance we need a force 
of at least 10 inspectors. We have 
two. Under the law we propose we 
probably could get along very weil 
with less than 10 ihspectors. 

“If we had the power to destroy 
impure milk, we could deal summar- 
ily with some vendors. We can con- 
demn milk now, but we cannot pre- 
vent the impure product _— being 
sold. 

“All that we can do is ‘bs institute 
prosecutions in the police courts. The 
courts are slow. The Board of Health 
ought to be clothed with radical pow- 
ers, so that it could apply the rem- 
edy and the punishment, without 
waiting for the long and tedious and 
often disappointing process of. the 
courts, 

Wovld Keep Out Dairies, 

“Dairies ought not te be allow in 

St. Louis. But we have them here. 
and can’t get rid of them. All milk 
ought to be produced in cleah, open 
dairies in the country. It should be 
cooled by the producer and shipped 
into the city at a temperature not abové 
50 degrees. Many of the milk producers 
have no ice, and can cool their milk 
only with spring water. It is shipped 
in baggage cars, instead of refrigerator 
The railroads say they cannot 
afford to put on refrigerator cars, as 
it would cost $50 for cooling each car.

It 
is not fit for food. 


“It is probable that the standard in

We may 
raise the standard of butter fat in the 
new ordinance. 

Vigorous Prosecutions. 

“Dr. (Buckiand has been vigorous in 
his prosecutions for violation of the 
present law, and the fact that he has 
made more than seven thousand chem- 
ical tests during the past year shows 
how' active he has been. Measured by 
the pregent ordinance requirements the 
milk supply of St. Louis as a whole is 
is not bad. The big dealers are mak- 
ing a constant effort to improve their 
milk supply and maintain chemical lab- 
oratories for making tests. The viola- 
tions are principally by smaller pro- 
ducers or dealers, who either lack facili- 
ties for proper handling of milk or .who 
deliberately adulterate it. 

“Sooner or later the present small 
force of inspectors wul catch the milk 
adulterater and he will be punished, but 
with a broader law and an increased 
force of inspectors the Board of Health 
would have power to deal effectively 
with the milk situation and prevent the 
sale of impure product. 

“For the protection of the pubite 
health St. Louis taxes each inhabitant 
aw ents @ year, but for police protec- 
tion it taxes each inhabitant $3.50. It is 
«me the city was doing mere for the 
protection of the health of the people, 
and the milk ordinance now being pre- 
pared will be one big step in that direc- 
tion.”’

Sheriff Berry. 

The couple are now in jail in Sioux 
Falls, and will be kept there until 
the feeling against them in this city 
has quieted down. 

No date has been set for the prelimi- 
nary examination of the two. The 
elopement of Plotner within an hour 


of the death of his wife by her own 
hand has: caused Minneapolis relatives 
of Péter Albert Quinn, -formerly of 
Minneapolis, to leave yesterday for 
Mitchell, South Dakota; with the in- 
tention of reopening the investigation 
of the mystery surrounding the death 
of Quinn. 
Mystery in Man’s Death. 

Quinn died in Mitchell Aug, 31, 1909. 

It was with his widow that Plotner

The Quinns charge that Plotner, 
while Sheriff, used his authority to 
keep Quinn in jail much of the time 
and finally drove him from the town. 

Blame Sheriff fer Death, 

They blame him for the final fate of 
Quinn, whether he was murdered, as 
they believe, or ended his own life be- 
cause of the wrongs inflicted upon him. 

When Quinn died his relatives here 
investigate® and became’ satisfied that 
he.did not kill himself. But they were 
unable to prove that he was murdered. 
They charged that Plotner at that time 
was a member of a strong political 
ring which left the official investigation 
of the death entirely in his hands; that 
he was sheriff, coroner, jury, under- 
taker and everything else. 

‘Suicide by carbolic poisoning’ was 
the verdict Sheriff Plotner gave. Quinn 
had beén away from home, returned 
for a short stay, went away again at 
night and returned unexpectedly - the 
next morning. 

, Stories Disagree. 

Stories as to his actions up to the 
time he crossed the bridge over a lit- 
tle creek near his home agree. After 
that they differ. A railroag flagman 
was brought forward to testify that 
he had seen Quinn cross the little 
bridge and continue up the path 
toward his’: home. 

In the center of a clearing, the 
flagman said, Quinn put a bottle to 
his lips, drank its contents, staggered 
a moment'‘as if in -pain,. reached out 
ijhis arms to his little boy, who had 
run from the house to greet him, and 
then fell. A few moments later he 
was dead, : 

Quinn’s relatives had the body ex- 
humeqg and examined by Dr. Edmund 
Smith of Mitchell. He said there ap- 
peared to be a severe injury under 
the left ear and that other portions 
of the body were bruised. An exam- 
ination by Dean Frankforter of the 
University of Minnesota showed no 
mark of corrosive poison on _ the 
tongue, but that the white of an egg, 
seemingly poisoned, had been 
crammed down the man’s throat. 
Just a faint trace of the acid was 
found on tést. ~ ® 

Relatives of Quinn said they dis- 
covered many love letters exchanged 
between the Sheriff and Mrs. Quinn 
previous to the death of Quinn.

MOVEMENT NATION-WIDE 


Owners From Coast to Coast 
May Soon Be Brought in 
Line. 


The third step in the plan to organ- 
ize the billiard hall owners of the Unit- 
ed States into a natioBal body was 
taken here Friday, when representatives 
of the four leading local cue parlors met 
at the Maryland Hotel. After a con- 
ference the Missouri State Billiard As- 
sociation was evolved and the following 
gentlemen elected officers: . 
W. H. Verity, owner of Hauser’s and 
the Royal halls, president; F. H. Ben- 
son, owner of the Rex hall, vice-presi- 
dent; Charles Peterson, Peterson's hall, 
treasurer; William Cooke, The Grand 
hall, secretary. 

The Illinois State Billiard associa- 
tion was the initid] link formed of the 
big chain that is expected soon to reach 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Kan- 
sas City followed shortly afterwards, 
and St. Louis is the latest to enter the 
lists. It is expected that the campaign 
will be carried eastward and that the 
big cities between St. Louis and New 
York will be enlisted in the movement. 

W. A. Van Haften, of Chicago, whose 
card relates that he is business mana- 
ger of the Illinois Billiard Association, 
is. the live wire who is pushing the 
enterprise. 

Would Raise Plane of the Game. 

A resolution inscribed on the min- 
utes of the meeting declares that the 
organization is being formed “for the 
purpose of upholding and upbuilding 
an unimpeachable mora] standard in 
the operation of billiard halls and to 
discourage and eradicate practices in 
conducting them which are apt to incur 
popular reproach; to preserve, protect 
and advance the legitimate business 
in which we are now engaged.”’ 

Mr. Van Haften, as spokesman for the 
new organization, said: 

This is no attempt at business consoll- 
dation. If that should prove advisable 
later it is a matter for the respective 
cities ‘to consider, each on its own ac- 
count. The present object of the organ- 
ization is to campaign against these 
places which are the congregating points 
of pickpockets, touts and other riff-raff, 
and which frequently are subjected to 
raids and other indecenctes, and which 
reflect discredit on the game as a whole. 

Prejudice Against This Sport. 

‘I think you will find that there is an 
almost universal antipathy to billiards 
and pool in the minds of mothers and 
wives. This is not right; for the games, 
in themselves, ar& absolutely harmless. 
We propose to wipe out this false im- 
pression. . 

“It is a truth that a syndicate of for- 
eigners, both in New York and Chicago, 
is establishing a web of back-alley and 
dive halls, whose chief purpose is to fur- 
nish a means of petty gambling. This 
is the element we want to weed out.”’ 

“Then the local organization does not 
mean that there has been a merger of 
local capital or stock?” the speaker 
was asked. 

“Nothing of the sort,” was Van Haf- 
ten’s reply. 

“Is there ‘any purpose to organize a 
league to advance inter-city tournament 
work?’ he was asked. 

“Not as yet; but that might come lat- 
er. The movement is embryonic, and 
has several possibilities. We are not 
prepared to say what the future holds} 
in store.”

President Says Road Simply Of- 
fered Notes and Speyer & 
Co. Bought Them. 


Benjamin F. Bush, president of the 
Missouri Railroad, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday that there was no foun- 
dation fos the report emanating from 
New York that there had been a break 
in the financial relations between the 
railroad and the banking house of 
Speyer & Co. 

“T eannot afford to discuss rumors 
circulated by some one who failed to 
get any of the pickings,” said President 
Bush. “James Speyer is in Europe and 
has been for four months. There has 
been no break, and could be none. The 
Missouri Pacific offered some notes for 
sale and Speyer bought them. That is 
all there is to that. 

“When -we need more money we will 
go. into the market for it. We may 
get it from St. Louis’ bankers, or we 
may get it in New York. We have to 
offer securities that are good anywhere.”’ 

Silent on Stock Drop. 
President Bush also refused to dis- 
cuss the big drop in Missouri Pacific 
stock. He said the decline in Missouri 
Pacific stock was no greater than in 
that of other railroad and stéel stocks, 
Missouri Pacific stock was selling at 
$63 a share in April. The stock sold to 
$37 a share Friday. The decline in the 
stock represents a shrinkage in market 
value of approximately $21,000,000 in four 
months, the capital stock being $83,000-

CITY FIRE FIGHTERS 


Appropriation Has Run Out and 
Men Suffer in the Hot 
Weather. 


For two days city firemen have been 
without ice water owing to the exhaus- 
tion of the appropriation of $1000 al-

The fund of $1000, considered sufficient 
in former years, Was soon consumed 
during the summeér because of the exces- 
sive heat and the higher price of ice. 
In July and August the consumption 
was 3723 pounds daily. The cost was 
$4.50 a ton.
